Bills 
Creating uniform beach warnings (Senate, No. 1956, amended in

line 5 by adding the following sentence: “The purpose of the program
shall be to warn the public of drowning and injury hazards presented
by changes in tide and surf conditions.”, in line 6 by striking out the
following: “(b)” and inserting in place thereof the following subsec-
tion: “(b) If the department defines any safety flags as warnings of
health hazards presented by the quality of the beach water, such defini-
tions shall be based on water quality testing procedures that ensure the
warnings are timely, frequently updated, and reflect, to the maximum
extent feasible, the actual water conditions at the time the flags are
posted and for the duration of their posting. 

(c)”; and in line 8 by adding the following sentence: “Subsection (a)
shall take effect in a city with a Plan D or Plan E charter by a vote of
the city council upon submission by the city manager and in all other
cities by a vote of the city council with the approval of the mayor and
in a town with a town council, by vote of the town council and in all
other towns, by a vote of the town meeting.”) (on a petition); and 

Providing for the establishment of a comprehensive adaptation man-
agement plan in response to climate change (Senate, No. 1979) (on
Senate bill No. 1973); 

Severally passed to be engrossed by the Senate, were read; and they
were referred, under Rule 33, to the committee on Ways and Means. 

A Bill relative to the Templeton Development Center Reuse Com-
mittee (Senate, No. 1083) (on a petition), passed to be engrossed by the
Senate, was read; and it was referred, under Rule 7A, to the committee
on Steering, Policy and Scheduling.

By Mr. Murphy of Weymouth, for the committee on Public Service, on
a petition, a Bill exempting the position of fire chief in the city of Lowell
from the civil service law (House, No. 3620) [Representative DuBois of
Brockton dissenting] [Local Approval Received]. Read; and referred,
under Rule 7A, to the committee on Steering, Policy and Scheduling. 

Mr. Nangle of Lowell, for said committee, then reported recom-
mending that the matter be scheduled for consideration by the House. 

Under suspension of the rules, on motion of the same member, the bill
was read a second time forthwith; and it was ordered to a third reading. 

Subsequently under further suspension of the rules, on motion of
Mr. Nangle, the bill (having been reported by the committee on Bills in
the Third Reading to be correctly drawn) was read a third; and it was
passed to be engrossed. Sent to the Senate for concurrence. 

By Mr. Nangle of Lowell, for the committee on Steering, Policy and
Scheduling, that the following House bills be scheduled for considera-
tion by the House:

Establishing a sick leave bank for Jeremy Bray, an employee of the
Department of Correction (House, No. 3657); 

Under suspension of Rule 7A, in each instance, on motion of the
same member, the bills severally were read a second time forthwith;
and they were ordered to a third reading. 

By Mr. Schmid of Westport, for the committee on Environment, 
Natural Resources and Agriculture, on a petition, a Resolve to establish
a special commission to perform an investigation and providing for a
study relative to the long term management, maintenance and future use
of the Boston Harbor Long and Moon Islands (House, No. 617, changed
in line 7 by inserting after the word “Speaker,” the words “the secretary
of the commonwealth or his designee,”). 

By Mr. Kocot of Northampton, for the committee on State Adminis-
tration and Regulatory Oversight, on a message from His Excellency
the Governor, a Bill establishing a State Workforce Development Board
(printed in House, No. 3570). 

Severally read; and referred, under Joint Rule 29, to the committees
on Rules of the two branches, acting concurrently. 

By Mr. Schmid of Westport, for the committee on Environment,
Natural Resources and Agriculture, on a petition, a Bill prohibiting the
leasing of certain real property known as outer Brewster Island in
Boston Harbor (House, No. 619). 

By the same member, for the same committee, on a petition, a Bill
relative to access to the Hollingsworth Dam (House, No. 745).

Received]. 

By Mr. Scibak of South Hadley, for the committee on Labor and
Workforce Development, on Senate, No. 978 and House, No. 1690, a
Bill regarding youth sports referees (House, No. 1690). 

By the same member, for the same committee, on a petition, a Bill
relative to participants in entertainment exhibitions (House, No. 1695,
changed in section 2, in line 8, by inserting before the word “in”, the
third time it appears, the words “for a limited period”). 

By the same member, for the same committee, on a petition, a Bill rela-
tive to job creation through employee ownership (House, No. 1740) [Rep-
resentatives McKenna of Webster and Orrall of Lakeville dissenting]. 

Severally read; and referred, under Rule 7A, to the committee on
Steering, Policy and Scheduling. 

By Mr. Murphy of Weymouth, for the committee on Public Service,
on a joint petition, a Bill relative to the retirement benefits of the sur-
viving beneficiary of Francis X. Noe (House, No. 3376). Read; and
referred, under Rule 7A, to the committee on Steering, Policy and
Scheduling. 

Mr. Nangle of Lowell, for said committee, then reported that the
matter be scheduled for consideration by the House; and, under said
rule, it was placed in the Orders of the Day for the next sitting for a
second reading. 

By Mr. Nangle of Lowell, for the committee on Steering, Policy and
Scheduling, that the Bill to increase the allowable expenditure limit of
a Fire Department Emergency Medical Services Revolving Fund in the
town of Somerset (House, No. 3573) [Local Approval Received], be
scheduled for consideration by the House. Placed in the Orders of the
Day for the next sitting for a second reading. 

Emergency Measure. 

The engrossed Bill establishing a sick leave bank for John J. Monahan,
an employee of the Trial Court (see Senate, No. 1969), having been certi-
fied by the Clerk to be rightly and truly prepared for final passage, was
considered, the question being on adopting the emergency preamble. 

A separate vote was taken, as required by the provisions of Article
XLVIII (as amended by Article LXVII) of the Amendments to the
Constitution; and the preamble was adopted, by a vote of 6 to 0. Sent
to the Senate for concurrence. 

Subsequently, the Senate having concurred in adoption of the emer-
gency preamble, the bill (which originated in the Senate) was passed to be
enacted; and it was signed by the acting Speaker and sent to the Senate. 

Engrossed Bills. 

The engrossed Bill establishing a sick leave bank for Susan Welliver,
an employee of the Massachusetts Department of Transportation (see
Senate, No. 1954) (which originated in the Senate), in respect to which
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the Senate had concurred in the adoption of the emergency preamble,
was passed to be enacted; and it was signed by the acting Speaker and
sent to the Senate. 

The engrossed Bill further regulating the Community Events Fund
in the town of Wareham (see Senate, No. 1099, amended) (which orig-
inated in the Senate) (which had been returned by His Excellency the
Governor with recommendation of amendment), having been certified
by the Clerk to be rightly and truly prepared for final passage, was
passed to be re-enacted, in its amended form; and it was signed by the
acting Speaker and sent to the Senate. 

Engrossed bills 
Authorizing the Commissioner of Capital Asset Management and

Maintenance to convey certain parcels of land in the town of North
Reading to the town of North Reading (see House, No. 66); and 

Exempting all offices and positions in the Department of Public
Works in the town of Stoughton from the civil service law (see House
No. 3280); 

(Which severally originated in House); 
Severally having been certified by the Clerk to be rightly and truly

prepared for final passage, were passed to be enacted; and they were
signed by the acting Speaker and sent to the Senate. 

Orders of the Day. 

The Senate amendments of the House Bill establishing a sick leave
bank for Janet Maslowski, an employee of the Franklin/Hampshire Juve-
nile Court (House, No. 3364), reported by the committee on Bills in the
Third Reading to be correctly drawn, were adopted, in concurrence. 

The House Bill authorizing the town of Tyngsborough to grant addi-
tional licenses for the sale of alcoholic beverages (House, No. 3368),
reported by the committee on Bills in the Third Reading to be correctly
drawn, was read a third time. 

Pending the question on passing the bill to be engrossed, Mr. Speli-
otis of Danvers moved to amend it by substitution of a bill with the
same title (House, No. 3691), which was read. 

The amendment was adopted; and the substituted bill was passed to
be engrossed. Sent to the Senate for concurrence. 

The House Bill authorizing the town of Stoughton to grant 6 licenses
for the sale of all alcoholic beverages to be drunk on the premises
(House, No. 3373), reported by the committee on Bills in the Third
Reading to be correctly drawn, was read a third time. 

Pending the question on passing the bill to be engrossed, Mr. Speliotis
of Danvers moved to amend it by substitution of a bill with the same title
[sic], which was read. 

The amendment was adopted; and the substituted bill was passed to
be engrossed. [sic] 
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At twenty-four minutes before twelve o’clock noon, on motion of
Mr. Hill of Ipswich (Mr. Donato of Medford being in the Chair), the
House recessed subject to the call of the Chair; and at ten minutes after
twelve o’clock noon, the House was called to order with Mr. Donato
in the Chair.
